operators at each end of the line semi 
mg each an average of 30 words a min- 
ute, 300 words can be transmitted 
each minute. 


Dr. Rowland has been informed bj 


the patent office officials that no such 
invention has ever been received there, 
typewritingtelegraphy having been at- 
tempted before, but upon entirely dif 
ferent principles. He has used a syn 
chronous device in his invention, and 
in the mechanical arrangement of the 
typewriter has used but eight signals, 
the letters being pronounced by com 
binations. The current of electricity 
transmitting the message can be re 
Inyed, and in this manner-trie invention 
can be operated for a great distance. 


In finished form th" instrument will 


be as convenient and as easily operated 
as the ordinary telegnphic apparatus. 
Prof. Eowland calls his invention the 
"multiplex printing telegraph."

fn the past few days attention bos 


been called to the fact that a robbery 
wag committed in the town of Cowden 
in the edge of Shelby county. It has 
also been stated that nearly all of the 
stolen w a tehee, rings and chains had 
been recovered in this city. Marshal 
Mason eent word to Cowden that he 
had part of tbe stuff. The notice was 
received at the town yesterday morning. 
Along in the afternoon Mr. Mason, who 
was at his office attending to his duties 
and wondering what next was going to 
happen, was suddenly confronted by a 
messenger boy who handed him a tele 
gram. It was a funny thing. It was 
dated at Ramsey, and read: "I am com- 
ing on the Central, train 126. City 
Marshal of Cowden." That was all. Of 
course tbe marshal knew that the writer 
of the message probably was coming to 
see about the watches. Somehow or 
other the marshal from the wording of 
the telegram got the impression that 
the writer of the same was drunk when 
he sent it. 


Marshal Mason waited at hie office 


until after 10 o'clock last eight, every 
minute expecting the city marshal of 
Cowden would appear, but he came not; 
not a sign of him anywhere. In the in- 
terval, however, the man whose place 
had been robbed appeared at the office, 
accompanied by a Decatur friend, and 
told all he could about the robbery. 
Instead of nine watches there were 
nineteen time pieces stolen. Nine were 
recovered in Decatur, also a number of 
rings and chains. 
The jeweler said the 


town marshal had come to town with 
him, but that he had lingered about the 
depot, promising to show up this morn- 
ing. 
Nothing was said as to his condi- 


tion. That point was not pressed. 


During the night Officer Imboden, 


who was in charge of the office, was 
called up by one of the depot officers, 
who said that he had arrested a party 
for drunkenness who had on hia person 
a revolver and a pair of hand cuffs, also 
a letter from Marshal Mason to the city 
marshal at Cowden. At the close of 
parley Imboden gave the word to lock 
the man up in the first ward f ration, 
and into the cell went the stringer to 
speed the night. 


The arrest of the town marshal of 


Cowden aa a plain drunk was the sub- 
ject of general comment at police head- 
quarters this forenoon,and all wondered 
what the city marshal of Cowden would 
have to say to the city marshal of De- 
catur when he finally made up his mind 
to come around.

wishes that he could bring his weight 
as well as his muscles to bear on the 
lednls. That, of course, would be pos- 
sible v ere the latter further back or the 
saddle further 
forward. The latter 


change can be made, temporarily, in a 
machine designed and patented by John 
E. James, of Wortujng-ton, Pa. By euch 


SHIFTING SADDLE POST. 


a system the rider can fJiift the saddle 
as of ten ns lie likes, n itboul dismount 
ing, and have it where lus needs require 
Instead of affixing- the saddle to a pos' 
inserted m the frame just above tlie 
center brace, Mr. James places it at the 
top of a separate tubular support Uiat 
Is pivoted to the brace near the lower 
end of the latter. It is thus possible to 
swing the top to and fro several inches 
A slender horircntal bar attached to 
this new saddle post near the top runs 
back through, a slot in an extension of 
the center brace; and there is a.simple 
latch which holds this bar in place, 
when it has been drawn foroard (with 
the saddle) by tlie rider. The chaiigf 
of position is effected merely by a pull 
on the handlebar. Means are proi Jded 
for presenting the saddle going too far 


waid, and thus drawing- the hori- 


zontal bar already mentioned out of 
tlie slot in which it plays. Wlien it is 
flesirable to restore the saddle to its 
customary position the rider jerlcs him 
self forw urd slightly by the handlebar, 
and tints unfastens the latch. He then 
lets himself drop back to his normal 
place, and the saddle post rests agtiins; 
the center brace.—N. Y. Tribune.

"Why doesn't the doctor write hit 


prescription ia English instead ot 
Latin?" asked a man of a druggist, 
whose reply the New York Herald pub 


In the first place, Latin is a more ex 


act and concise language than English. 
and being' a dead language, docs not 
change, as all living languages do. 


Then, again, since a very large par) 


of all drugs in use are botanical, they 
have in the pharmacopoeia the saint 
names that they have in botany—the 
scientific names. Tvvo-thirds of such 
drugs haven't any English names, an<l 
BO couldn't be written in English. 


But suppose doctors did write a pre 


scriptioQ in English for an uneducated 
patient. The patient reads it, think. 
he remembers it, and so tries to get i: 
filled from memory the second time 
Suppose, for instance, it called to: 
iodide of potassium, and he got it con 
fused with cyanide of potassium, lit 
could safely take ten grains of the fiist 
but one grain of the second ivould kill 
him. 


That's an extreme cose, but it will 


serve for an illustration. Don't you see 
how the Latin is a protection nnd :i 
safeguard to the patient? Prcscrip 
tions in Latin he cau't read, and con 
sequently does not try to remember. 


Now for a final reason. Latin is a 


language that is used by scientific men 
the world over, and no other language 
is. You can get a Latin prescription 
filled in any country on the face of the 
earth where there is a drug store. 


We had a prescription here the othei 


day which we had put up originally 
and which had since been stamped bj 
drug-gists in London, Paris, Berlin, Con- 
stm hmople, Cairo and Calcutta.

THE IVORY INDUSTRY. 


tl Mean* Death to SoTMty-FIre Tbound 


Elephant* Annually. 


One-fifth of the world's commerce in" 


ivory comes to Great Britain, and it will 
astonish most people, says Answers, 
to learn that 15,000 elephants have to be 
killed every year to keep our markets 
supplied with the precious substance. 
Altogether, to keep the whole world in 
ivory—apart from fossil tusks—75,000 
elephants are slaughtered annually. 


Africa is the great ivory country; and 


in the Congo basin, the best hunting 
ground, there are supposed to be about 
200,000 elephants, worth altogether 
about £500,000. 
The average weight 


of ivory obtained from a single ele- 
phant is about 50 pounds. 
Tusks 


weighing about 100 pounds each have 
been procured, but this is very rare. 


The most expensive tusks arc those 


used in the manufacture of billiard 
balls; they cost, as a rule, £ 110 a 100- 
weight. 


Ivory dust and shavings are nsed by 


confectioners to stiffen the more ex- 
pensive kinds of jellies. The scrapings 
are often, burnt and made into a paint 
known as "ivory bla<\k," worth about 
£20 a ton. 


The hardest of all ivory is that ob- 


tained from the hippopotamus. It will 
emit sparks like a piece of flint when 
struck with steel, and is principally 
used in making artificial teeth.

Precaution* Which Might Be Adopted /or 


the Safety o( Customers. 


Kothing is pasier than for contagion 


to he eonvejed from a diseased to a 
healthy skin during the act of shav 
ing, and many cases have now been re- 
corded, snys the Medical Press, prov- 
ing1 that diseased piooesses have in this 
manner been propagated. 
Probablj 


the readiest manner available to tlie 
oturber for preventing such untoward 
occurrences "would be by sterilising his 
"instruments" by me<uu> of heat, eithei 
by steam or boiling- water. 
Bi/,ors 


should be made so that their handles 
•would not suffer fiom the exposure to 
highdegrees of bent, and the rule should 
be enforced that in no case should any of 
the "instruments" be, used consecutive- 
ly without having first been submitted 
to the sterilizing process. 
Under this 


rule, then, each customer would be 
sure of having- a "clean" shave in more 
senses than one. 
Of course, also, on 


the principle o£ a "fresh pot of tea for 
each customer," a freshly scalded-out 
lather pot should be included with each 
shave. 
Unless these or similar pre- 


cautions lie carried out in barbers' 
shops, cases of the convcjance of in- 
fectious skin diseases from customer 
to customer cannot fail to occur. 


PHYLLOXERA DISAPPEARS. 


Nature Now Does tYhat Hen Hare 


Tried In Vain to Do. 


Nature is doing for California vine 


yardists what they long and, fruitlessly 
tried to do for themselves. 
It is re- 


ported from many localities that the 
phylloxera, tlie most serious pest that 
has ever attacked the vines, is dying1 
out. 
The experts have tried every 


remedy to stay the progress of this 
pest, but without avail, and six yeurq 
ago the vineyardists of the Sonoma and 
Napa valleys plowed up all their vines 
and replanted the ground with resist- 
ant stock. The experts believed that 
all non-rei=istaut vines were doomed 
to destruction by the phylloxera. But 
reports have recently come to the state 
inspector of orchard pests that a ma- 
terial falling off in the ravages of the 
pest has been noticed for some time. 
Vines once affected by it ore cow al- 
most free. 
The inspector has begui. 


:i thorough investigation of the pleas- 
ing phenomena. He thinks some nat- 
ural enemy of the pest has appeared 
or that some deadly disease has at- 
tacked the phylloxera and is extermin- 
ating it. Whatever is the cause, the re- 
sult v ill mean great gain for the vine- 
yardists

The farmer 
wrote as follows: "Dere Fires I have a 
1,000 akers of trees that I irnntcut. Im 
pore but Im willing to pay too hundred 
dolers fer an engin that will do my 
work," and he went on to explain just 
what sort of an engine he wanted. Ihe 
boiler fi^-m saw that the engine neces- 
sary to accomplish the devastation of 
his virginol forest would cost $3,000, 
and they informed him to this effect.

MAKING OVER SKIRTS.
